No. 16 — In exercise of the powers conferred by section 
60 of the Damodar Valley Corporation Act, 1948 (14 of 
1948), the Corporation hereby makes, with the previous 
sanction of the Central Government, the following amend' 
ment to the Damodar Valley Corporation Service Regula- 
tions, namely: — 

In the said regulations, for regulation 22, the following 
regulation shall be substituted, namely: — 

‘^Regulation 22— Persons for appointment to the services 
under the Corporation shall be required to bo medically 
examined in the following manner: — 

For Class I posts — By ^ the Medical Board constituted 
by the Corporation which shall include a physi- 
cian, a surgeon and an opthalmologist ordinarily 
of the status of Class I Officers and comparable 
in status to each other. 

For Class II and Class III posts— By a Medical Officer 
of the status of Assistant Surgeon, Grade I, in the 
employ of the Corporation. 

The report of the Medical Board or the Medical Officer, 
as the case may be, shall be submitted in such form or 
forms as may be prescribed by the Corporation.”

No. 17— In exercise of the powers conferred by Section 
60 of the Damodar Valley Corporation Act, 1948 (XIV of 
1948), the Corporation hereby makes, with the previous 
sanction of the Central Government, the following amend- 
ments to the Damodar Valley Corporation Service Regu- 
lations, namely: — 

I. In Regulation 27, in the second sentence, the follow- 
ing proviso shall be inserted at the end, namely; — 

“provided that the Corporation may direct that extra- 
ordinary leave will count for increment in cases where 
the leave was taken for illness or for any other cause' 
beyond the employee’s control”. 

II. In Regulation 101, the following shall be inserted at 
the end, namely: — 

Leave shall not be granted to an emplovee when the 
authority competent under these Regulations to impose 
ne penalty has decided to dismiss, remove or compulsorily 
retire him from the service of the Corporation”*
